Dean of the co-operating 
Theological Colleges introduced the 
speaker of the evening in a few well 
chosen words, touching on his record 
as a concise speaker. 

After a few introductory remarks in 
appreciation of the warm wc-lccme, ac- 
corded him, the Bishop introduced his 
subject . 

Speaking of the intellectual ele- 
ment in the New Testament, he brought 
forward Saint Paul as his first ex- 
ample. "It was through Saint Paul'j 
education that he was able to meet 
Judaism with its own weapons."

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THE LITERARY SUPPLEMENT 



With this issue of the Daily appears the initial number of the 
.Literary Supplement. In entering upon the venture McGill has 
advanced still further in the direction of true education, in foster- 
ing and encouraging indviidual efforts in this direction. While it 
is necessary that it be a financial success, its main purpose, and in- 
deed the only one which would justify its existence, is that stu- 
_ dents who have inclinations along literary lines, and who feel they 
have something interesting and worth while saying may have a 
medium of expression. If only one student should find his bent 
in endeavour of this kind, and bring credit to his Alma Mater, the 
effort will have been worth while. For, if we look backward we 
discover that some of the greatest authors and poets of the last 
, century received their start and inspiration from such a ^york as 
this. The great majority of college literary magazines soon died 
out. We find, especially in England, that in orjJcr to keep their 
little sheets going students sacrificed many of the good things of 
life. They loved their work, they wished to give to the world 
something new, and the fact that few of the ventures succeeded 
. is of no account, but only the fact that from this a few did go out 
. into the world, some of our greatest English and American poets 
and writers, and gave to the %vorld invaluable work of art. It is 
to be hoped that the Literary Supplement will serve such a pur- 
pose. 

Our Canadian and American colleges have been leaning too 
much to the vocational side: the cultural has been lagging. As 
Sir Arthur Currie intimated at the special convocation, James Mc- 
Gill's idea was only harmonization of the practical and cultural 
éducation of both mind and heart. University education should 
,_Tiot. be . the standardized production of a certain number . of . degrees 
in this and that field, but it is there that the student should receive 
the vision that lifts him out of the average. For, after all, if there 
be Buch a thing as progress, it is effected only by means of great in- 
dividuals, by men of ideals; the average only follow. The guid- 
jng and encouraging of the creative instinct is a prime necessity. 

Too many of the present day college supplementaries are 
merely crude attempts at a questionable kind of humour. The 
language .and diction is in a great many cases ordinary slang and 
colloquialisms. They encourage nothing good, and are but for 
the present. In many college papers also we find that the lan- 
guage, titles, and stories are not of the best English . A Univer- 
sity should, in this respect, be above criticism, in a decade when 
the tendency is in the opposite direction. The use of slang ex- 
pressions, deliberate grammatical fallacies, and rank jargon, should 
be foreign to the vocabulary of a university student. 

While it is not always possible to keep this standard as high 
as might be in college dailies, due to changing staffs, the literary 
excellence of the Supplement is above the average. Some of the 
best students of McGill are giving of their best to it, emninct writers 
are contributing, it is without doubt interesting, and it is therefore 
deserving of every support. If students realize this the Literary 
Supplement will become an instrument of power and influence.

Scholarship every other year 

A Scholarship is of the valuo of 
£300 a year, ami is louable for three 
years, subject to the continued approval 
of tho collcgo at Oxford of which tho 
Scholar Is a member. In addition a 
Scholar will receive, un till furlhor 
notice, an annual bonus of £50. 

Subject In all eases to review nnil 
confirmation by iho Trustees, appoint, 
monts will bo made by local Commit 
lees of Selection, nominated by the 
Trustees. , 

In making appointments, Commit- 
tees will have regard lo the qualities 
mentioned by Mr. Rhodes In his Will, 
via.:— 

(1) Force of charnel or, devotion lo

It is no wonder that with this sys- 
tem at one of the educn.tlonal pole?,, 
the Correspondence, school has devel- 
oped at the othor. It Is quite true, al- 
though it is much to l>e regretted that 
tho correspondence school student Is 
oClen more of a student In Who true 
sense at the word than the university 
ndcrgraduate. The method which 
nakos study collateral to lectures 
cents to be exactly the reverse of 
that which should bo followed. The 
primary object of a University training 
is education, not the passing of exam 
inttlons.
